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RULE 132 DECLARATION 

I, Simon Broom, hereby declare and state that: 

1 . I am one of the inventors named in the above-identified patent application. 

2. I received a MEng Degree in Electronic Systems Engineering from the 
University of York in 1995. I have been employed by Psytechnics Ltd, the assignee of 
the present application, since February 2001. During my employment at Psytechnics I 
have been involved in the design and development of software for voice over IP 
monitoring and quality assessment applications. 

3 . I am familiar with the prosecution history of the above-identified 
application, and have reviewed the Office Action mailed May 19, 2006. 

4. The specification provides, on page 12, lines 10-15, that the ltjitter is 
calculated at step 94 (Fig. 8) according to the equation: 

ItJitteHlt Jitter*P) + (abs(jitter)x(l-P)). 

5. When taken in the context of the flow chart provided in Fig. 8, one skilled 
in the art would have understood that the determination of ltjitter is an ongoing, iterative 
process updated at every cycle based on a newly calculated value of jitter. 
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6. One skilled in the art would also have understood that Fig. 8 represents a 
computer program that can be started and stopped at the direction of a user. As is typical 
in the art, the calculations would begin with a value for Itjitter of 0, The inventive 
process described in Fig. 8 will function normally when run as a typical computer 
program using a beginning value of 0 for all variables to be calculated.
